himself, an officer of engineers 
of the

army has just

killed 
15 Germans, besides destroying 
a machine gun. 
This sapper was stationed at a point 
of the battle 
line where the British 
and German trenches are near to each 
other. 
He fitted up a laboratory 
in a 
farm house in which he was quartered 
and 
here 
he 
began 
to manufacture 
hand grenades. 
These he decided to 
test personally. 
A few dozen yards before the first 
British 
line was a German trench 
In 
which was posted a machine gun that 
bad killed many English, 
The 
trench 
was 
cleverly 
built 
in 
sections, so that the British could not 
capture one point and then fire down 
the trench. 
It was like a row of old--; 
fashioned church 
pews, each pew say 
six yards long with about five 
Ger- 
mans 
in 
it. 
The machine 
gun was 
posted in a pew so situated 
that it 
could sweep the whole front for a long 
distance. 
Before it was a shield and 
a parapet. 
The British 
officer selected a time 
when it was quite dark and crawled 
carefully 
to 
within

bombs in each side pocket and another 
In his band. 
He hurled the first right 
in next to the machine gun. 
There was a terrific explosion and 
the single man in the trench to
